still Another Case in Point. 

In the New York Harbor Case, 
47, 1. C. C. 643, decided only a few 
days ago, Jersey City, just across 
the river from New York and 
nearer to the West by that ex- 
tent, claimed lower rates from the 
West than New York. In overrul- 
ing this contention, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission pointed out 
that Jersey City secures low rates 
by reason of its nearness to New 
York City and that Jersey City 
may not fairly take advantage of 
the low rates by reason of its 
nearness to New York and then 
claim in addition thereto lower 
rates because it is net quite so far 
as that railroad center. The com- 
mission said, page 737: 

Freight rates in this country 
are not and never have been con- 
structed solely with respect to 
the specific cost of operation. . 

This is the general rule except 
when it comes to hauling coal 
through East St. Louis to St. Louis. 

This arbitrary charge cannot be 
justified on the theory of expen- 
sive bridges. This argument loses 
force when it is remembered that 
the expense of the bridges and 
terminals is divided among the 
railroads owning the Terminal As- 
sociation. Expensive terminals do 
not justify an arbitrary charge. 
The Chicago terminals are more 
expensive than the St. Louis*ter- 
minals, yet it would not be insist- 
ed for one moment that the Chi- 
cago terminals should have earn- 
ings in amount so as to make such 
terminals self-sustaining. Although 
the Chicago terminals are more 
expensive than the St. Louis ter- 
minals, there is no extra charge to 
enter Chicago. The rates there are 
the same in a district about 35 
miles long and 15 miles broad. In 
Baltimore there are costly tunnels, 
yet no tax gatherer stands at the 
gates of Baltimore, as the rail- 
roads owning the Terminal Asso- 
ciation stand at the gates of St. 
Louis, to levy tribute upon the 
commerce that enters the city. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad would not 
think of levying a special charge 
upon the commerce of New York 
to make its terminals there self- 
supporting. The fact that “it has 
such términals in New York adds 
value to every mile of road of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. It would 
be just as unfair for a railroad to 
attempt to collect extra for pass- 
ing through every expensive tun- 
nel as to charge extra for enter- 
ing expensive terminals. Nowhere, 
except in St. Louis, are terminals 
sought to be made self-maintain- 
ing by the levying of special trib- 
ute upon the commerce of a city. 
The expense of the terminal serv- 
ice, other than mere switching 
service, is usually absorbed in the 
rate regardless of the origin of the 
traffic and thus distributed over 
the entire line. This is the rule 
practically everywhere except here, 
and it should be made the rule 
here on traffic whether originat- 
ing within or without the 100-mile 
zone. I am not speaking of the 
charges of the Terminal Associa- 
tion for service paid by the rail- 
roads; I am referring to what the 
railroads through the Terminal As- 
sociation charge shippers. A ship- 
per located on the line of any rail- 
road in St. Louis should have the 
Same advantage in rates as if lo- 
cated on the lines of every railroad 
in St. Louis. 

No Ground for Terminal Charge. 

The Terminal Association is sim- 
ply the railroads composing the 
Terminal Association. Through 
the joint agency of the Terminal 
Association the railroads divide 
terminal expenses. The pailroads 
from the East do not st at East 
St. Louis. They enter the City of 


tra charge of the kind here under 
consideration. So also 14 roads 
jointly using the same terminals 
eannot fairly justify such extra 
charge. Arbitrary charges that 
would be unreasonable if made by 
one railroad do not become rea- 
sonable because made by 14 rail- 
roads acting jointly through a 
common agency. Rather 14 rail- 
roads acting jointly should perform 
the service at less cost than if per- 
formed by one railroad. 

Each proprietary line in the 
Terminal Association hauls into St. 
Louis over tracks which it owns in 
common with other railroads. A 
railroad may not, by separately in- 
corporating any part of its line or 
its terminals, split up into two or 
more hauls what is in reality one 
haul, such as the haul from a 
point, say 50 miles in Iilinois, 
through East St. Louis to St.’ Louis. 

I am aware, of course, of the 
ruling of the commission in the 
e0al case, 32 1. C. C. 569, 19i%0, 
holding, under circumstances then 
existing and under the record then 
before the commission, that the 
°0-cent per ton charge on coal-had 
not been shown to be unreasonable. 
But the world has changed since 
that and transportation 
conditions at St. Louis have 
changed. The principle of the 
Cattle case and the New York Har- 
bor case, both decided since the 
eoal case, is more in keeping with 
the spirit of the times. The same 
principle that is applied to cattle 
hauled through St. Louis to Kast 
St. Louis should be applied to coal 
hauled through East St. Louis to 
St. Louis; there should be no more 
constructive mileage in a bridge 
from east to west than from west 
to east; the same principle that is 
applied in every other great rail- 
road center. in America should 
likewise be applied in St. Louis. 
The fight should be kept up until 
the arbitrary is removed and St. 
Louis is made free. 

Future of the Free Bridge. 

The municipal bridge will prove 
of great benefit to St. Louis com- 
merce, and if not used by the 
’ederal Government it should be 
utilized by the city to reach the 
Illinois coal fields, but it probably 
will not be necessary for the city 
to do this. «That the bridge is 
within the proclamation of the 
President and is subject to the ex- 
ercise of the jurisdiction of the Di- 
rector-General, there can be no 
question. It is likewise true that 
he may exercise or refuse to eX- 
erecise this jurisdiction just as 
he may eexrcise or refuse to ex- 
ercise authority over any other 
transportation agency embraced 
within the proclamation. That the 
municipal bridge is necessary to 
expedite the movement of traffic 
is apparent when it is remembered 
that other than the municipal 
bridge, there are only two steam 
railroad bridges across the river 
at St. Louis, the Merchants’ Bridge 
and the Eads Bridge. The Mer- 
chants’ Bridge has two tracks and 
the Eads Bridge has two tracks. 
That four tracks are inadequate to 
handle the traffic between the 
east and west at St. Louis is evi- 
dent. There are two tracks on the 
municipal bridge. Even with these 
added, there would be six tracks 
which still would not be enough 
but would relieve the congestion 
to that extent. The time will come 
when there will be other bridges 
over the river and tunnels under 
the river to facilitate the free flow 
of an ever increasing commerce 
through the St. Louis gateway. 
The municipal bridge must be 
used and will be used and when it 
is used it must be used without 
any arbitrary charge. The ar- 
bitrary, let it be fully understood, 
must be removed not only on the 
traffic moving over the municipal 
bridge but the entire St. Louis zone 
should be placed upon the same 
basis of rates. 

There should be no conflict of 
interest between St. Louis, East 
St. Louis, and the other cities with- 
in the St. Louis zone. The pros- 
perity of this metropolis means 
their prosperity. Anything that 
injures the growth of St. Louis 
must by reflex action retard their 
growth. Their destinies are bound 
up with the destinies of St. Louis. 
It is to the benefit of all to build 
up here a mighty commercial me- 
tropolis. <All of the cities in the

St. Louis Should Support St 

Louis’ Figint. 

The heatless Monday order of 
Federal Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field applies east of the Mississip- 
pi River but not west. It resulted 
in East St. Louis being’ closed 
while St. Louis was open. East St. 
Louis protested, claiming that it is 
one commercial community with 
St. Louis and that the same rule 
applied to St. Louis should be ap- 
plied to Kast St. Louis. St. Louis 
did not oppose the efforts of East 
St. Louis to be one commercial 
community with St. Loutis on heat- 
less Monday, just as St. Louis did 
not oppose the efforts of Hast St. 
Louis be treated as one com- 
mercial community in the matter 
of cattle rates from the West. 

The Federa! Iuel Administra- 
tor has granted a plea of Fast St. 
Louis and has ordered that East St. 
be’ treated as a part 
Louis with respect to heatless 
Mondays. St. Louis is glad, for St. 
Louis wishes East St. Louis and all 
the cities in the St. Louis zone 
prosper, not at the expense of 
Louis, but as a part of indus- 
trial St. Louis. St. Louis does say, 
however, that East St. Louis being 
treated as a commercial commun- 
itv with St. Louis on cattle rates 
from the West and on heatless 
Mondays, should ‘likewise be treat- 
ed as one commercial community 
with St. Louis in coal rates. 

The railroads west of the Mis- 
sissippi River have suffered 
through the partial closing of the 
St. Louis gateway on through traf- 
fic. Traffic from New York or 
Boston to Omaha, Kansas City, 
Lincoln or D@nver, for the most 
part, goes by Chicago, whereas St. 
Louis the natural gateway for 
this territory. By reason of this 
divergence of traffic the railroads 
west of the Mississippi have not se- 
cured the volume of traffic to 
which they are entitled. In the 
equalization of rates soon to come 
the St. Louis gateway should be 
opened to that traffic which natur- 
ally should come this way.

Through Rates Unjust to St. Louis 


Injustice has also been done S:. 
Louis in the matter of through 
rates. The rates from New York 
to San Antonio, Tex.,. by rail are, 
for illustration, made in view of 
the competition of the rates from 
New York to Galveston by water 
and the local rates from Galveston 
to San Antonio by rail. The mer- 
chants of this city have paid hun- 
dreds of thousands.of dollars to 
customers to equalize the differ- 
ence in rates from New York and 
other places. But a new day has 
dawned. The railroads of the 
country are now under Federal 
operation, and they will likely 
continue to be for some years to 
come. There is no longer any jus- 
tification for the making of rates 
upon the basis of water competi- 
tion, and the cost of the service 
will be a larger element in the re- 
adjustment of rates that will take 
place. In this readjustment St. 
Louis should secure that equality 
and just treatment to which the 
city is entitled. 

The railroad bill now before 
Congress provides for the pur- 
chase by the President of barges 
which will mean greater utilization 
of the Mississippi River for trans- 
portation purposes. It is no idle 
assertion that before very long the 
Mississippi River may assume an 
importance in transportation mat- 
ters that it never had before even 
in its palmiest days. 

The immediate: program, there- 
fore, is, first, the unification of al} 
terminal facilities in industrial St. 
Louis; second, the removal of the 
arbitrary; third, the use of the 
municipal bridge; fourth, the 
equalization of rates and service; 
fifth, the utilization of the river 
for transportation purposes. 

Let there be co-operation and 
unity of effort in accomplishing 
these ends, and when the commer- 
cial shackles are taken off, St. 
Louis, like a giant unchained, will 
spring forward to an industrial de- 
velopment vet undreamed of.

Text of Russia’s Official 
Withdrawal From the War 


G is the text of the official statement received here from 
Petrograd announcing Russia's. withdrawal from the war: 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (By A. P.) 


Russia, for its part, feels the 
present war with Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, Turkey and 
Bulgaria is at an end. 

“Simultaneously, the Russian 
troops receive an order for com- 
plete demobilization on all 
fronts.” 

The signatures of Leon Trotz- 
ky and other members of the 
delegation are appended. 

In connection with this state- 
ment an order also has been is- 
sued that necessary steps be tak- 
en immediately for declaring to 
the troops that the war with 
Germany, Austria, Turkey and 
Bulgaria is regarded from the 
present moment as being at an 
end. This order bears no sig- 
nature, but says: 

“No military operations must 
again take place. Begin a gen- 
eral demobilization on all fronts 
for the withdrawal of the troops 
from the first lines and for their 
concentration in the rear and 
further for their dispatch to the 
interior of Russia, in accordance 
with the general plan for de- 
mobiliza:ion. For the defense of 
the frontier some detachments 
of vounger soldiers must be left. 

“! beg our soldier comrades 
to remain calm and await witb 
patience the moment .of‘the re- 
turn of each detachment to its 
home in its turn. I beg that no 
effort will be spared to bring 
into the stores all artillery and 
other military equipment which 
cost milliards of the peoples’ 
money.
